Incredible as the state- 
ment may appear, it is true, and capable of 
easy demonstration ‘‘The Land Ordinance, 
1670,’' after making certain apparently liber- 
al provisions for the sale of, and issuing 
Grown grants for, public lands, conteias 
(Sec. 23) this precious clause : 

‘Provided that every such Crown grant 
aball be deemed to include among the reserva- 


tions therein contained a reserve in favor of |. 


the Crown, its assignees and licensees, of the 
right.1o take trom any such land, without com- 
eee any gravel, sand, stone, lime, tim- 
, or other material which may be required 
in the construction, maintenance, or repair 
of any roads, ferries, bridges, or other public 
works.” | 
The language is unmistakable. At some 
future time, a poor settler, who has been de-. 
Voting the energies of his life to carving out 
a home for ‘himself and his family in the 
wilderness, in the fond delusion thatit would 
be his own, and bas carefuily preserved some 
fine trees for shelter, for ornament, for build- 
fing, or for gale, may find hie property laid 
waste and himself ruined because, Govern- 
ment Hous requires » or some other 
“Public Works’ are to be constructed. It 
will. be .useless for him to cry, ‘‘Woodman 
spare that tree.’ The woodman will come 
armed with Imperial authority, and be deaf 
to entreaty or threats. There may be other 
tingsber nearer; more convenient . nd better 
adapted for the work ; but ifit a the land 


of a Government official or other person of 
influence, be will escape spoliation, and the 
lot will fall upon the one least able to bear 
it., Does anyone suppose that the Govern— 
ment will be tender and discriminating in 
the exercise of this iniquitovs power? All 
experience here and elsewhere forbids the 
supposition. Ifthe power had not been in- 
tended to be exereised it would not have been 
reserved. If it be exercised, it is one of the 
most tyrannical and unjust the world has ever 
witnessed. Civilized nations have long rec- 
ognized the principle of paying for what they 
require, even in time of war. In England 
this principle is strictly observed. If ma- 
teriala are wanted for public purposes, they 
are purchased in the open market, not seized 
aod confiscated, a la Dick Turpin, wherever 
found. When the exigencies of the public 
service absolutely require some interference 
with private rights, the representatives of the 
people are asked for special temporary pow 

ers, and those powers are invariably fenced 
in with the moet stringent safeguards against 
oppression and injustice It has been reserv- 
ed for the irresponsible Solons of this Colony, 
who' clalm a monopoly of legislative and ad- 
ministrative wisdom, to enact a law cotra- 
vening the elementary princip'es of justice 
and liberty, and to claim the absolute power 

to plunder unoffending citizens. How long 
are the loyal subjects of the Queen to bear 
this intolerable state of things? Ishere no 
redress? 

The opportunity is about to arise. An ap- 
peal will short!y be made to the-Colonists on 
the question of Confederation. The trumpet 
of the public voice must give no uncertain 
sound ; and its toves will then be heard with 
attention. The firm and dignified response 
of the people must be: We desire to take 
our place in the Confederation of British 
Americans ; but it must be upon the terms 
of mutual respect and confidence ; and in any 
case we must and will have representative 
institutions, liberal enough to enable us to 
sweep away such antiquated cobwebs as 
the power of the Crown to plunder and lay 
waste the estate of the’ unoffending subject.
